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Tins  Abridgment  of  Worship  in  tue  School-Room,  has  been  prepared  at  ihc  request 
of  u  nuaibor  of  Teachers,  who  have  expressed  au  earnest  desire  that  the  book  might  be 
thus  brou.i;ht  within  the  reach  of  pupils  generally.  It  is  in  this  form  furnished  at  a 
cost  which  j)laces  it  witliin  the  reach  of  all. 

The  arrangement  of  the  pages  is  such  that  no  embarrassment  can  be  caused,  in  case 
Bomo  pupils  have  the  complete  work,  and  others  the  abri<lged.  The  paging  in  the 
Abridgment  at  t!ic  bottom  of  the  page,  corresponds  with  the  entire  work,  and  shows 
what  p:igcs  have  been  selected  from  that,  while  the  notation  ut  the  Lead  of  tho  page 
shov.s  tho  number  of  each  page  in  tho  book  consecutively. 

A  number  of  Tunes  and  Hymns,  which  ore  general  favorites  with  our  young  people, 
are  given  at  the  close  of  the  book  ;  thus  furnishing  variety,  when  Teachers  may  wish  to 
use  these  Hymns  and  Tunes. 

It  is  s^.ggestcd  that  Teachers  may  often  prefer  lo  divide  tho  lesson,  and  make  two 
of  it  instead  of  one.  In  such  case  only  one  column,  or  one-half  of  the  Scripture  se- 
lections would  be  used  ;  and  the  remainder,  with  the  second  lljmn,  would  form  ti:o  les- 
son for  the  second  day.  By  pursuing  this  method  tho  lessons  would  bo  suffijieut  f«;r 
uny  ordinary  school  year. 

I  would  observe  here  that,  for  tho  sake  of  tho  unity  of  the  service,  the  Teacher  should 

ALWAYS  ANNOUXCE  Till:  SUB.JKCT,  I'RINTKD  IX  ITALICS,  AT  THE  IIK.VD  OF  THE  1* AGE,  bcforo  Com- 
mencing tlio  lesson.  Let  tlio  Teacher  always  read  the  first  verse — one-half  of  the  school 
read  the  second  in  concert — the  other  half  read  the  tliirJ — Teacher  the  fourth,  and  eo 
on  around. 

This  Abridgment  of  Worship  in  tho  School  Room  consists  of  two  parts  : — 

I.  Pai.t  Fikst  contains  90  pages,  taken  from  the  complete  work.  These  embrace  such 
Lessons  as  are  of  special  importance  to  tho  young,  and  contain  tho  principal  portion  of 
tho  standard  Church  tunes,  which  are  found  in  the  complete  work.  The  Tunes  were 
adapted  to  the  Hymns  of  each  page  in  this  portion  of  the  vrork  by  T.  J.  Cook.  Se6 
his  "  JSIvskal  Preface^'  on  the  next  page. 

II.  The  Second  Part  is  composed  of  ncv.-  matter. 

In  the  selections  of  Hymns  and  Tunes  for  this  part  of  the  work,  valuable  suggestions 
were  made  by  some  of  the  most  successful  and  experienced  Sabbath  School  Teachers 
and  Superintendents,  as  well  as  by  Pastors.
